DRY 60008 MEN 
CLOSE CONVENTION 


Store Management at Last 
Session of Meeting. 


J 


Prospective changes in methods 
and systems of, retail store tran- 
agement, as discussed here during 
the four days’ convention of the 
Controllers’ Congress of the Na- 
tional Retail Dry Goods Associa- 
tion, which closed at Hotel Statler, 
last evening, will result in Vast 
economies and savings to be passed 
on to the ultimate consumer, it 
was the unanimous judgment of 
the several hundred . departing 
delegates. The convention was 
pronounced the most prolific of 
these suggestions in the five years’ 
history of the Congress. 

Among the resolutions adopted 
at the closing session was one call- 
ing upon the parent-body to inves- 
tigate the fundamentals of store 
management, “to make a detached 
investigation and study of this sub- 
ject to the end that a more effi- 
clent and economic plan of or- 
ganization may be recommended to 
the pin ae ” 

As typical of the scores of sug- 
gestions for economies in store 
management was one put forth at 
the élosing session by a representa- 
tive of a chain-store organization 
with 52 establishments throughout 
the United States. This was the 
introduction of the “blind invoice,” 
which derives its name from the 
fact that the receiving clerk gets 
no duplicate inyoice for a bill of 
goods, but must itemize the items 
as received. This elimination of 
inadvertent errors, as well as oc- 
casional dishonesty, had saved this 


jfirm many thousands of dollars, 


and the Congress thought so well 
of it as to authorize a special cqm- 
mittee to study the plan during the 
coming year. 

A large number of felicitous res- 
olutions were adopted, but it was 
apparent the visitors were most 
pleased and impressed by the 
Municipal Opera, which they at- 
tended in a body Tuesday evening. 
Speakers at the annual banquet 
Wednesday evening referred to the 
opera asan “event’. and the Munici- 
pal Theater an “institution,” of 
which the delegates would proudly 
relate upon their return home.

NEW YORK, June 20.—The fifth 
race for the Pulitzer trophy, to be 
held Oct. 2, 3 and 4, in Dayton, O., 
was sanctioned yesterday by the 
Aeronautical Chamber of Com- 
merce. This action, it js expected, 
will assure participation of aviators 
from several foreign countries. 
From reports received by the 
chamber, airplanes will compete at 
speeds approaching 300 miles an 
hour, or approximating a mile a 
minute faster than 249.68 miles 
per hour registered by Zieut. A: J. 
Williams, U. 8S. N., over the 124.27 
mile triangular course last pene at 
St. Louis. 

According to the ‘alee eaall 
of the sanction, the-Aeronautical 
Chamber of Commerce, in co-oper- 
ation with the Goodyear-Zeppelin 
Corporation, has taken steps which, 
it is hoped, will result in the flight 
to Dayton during the races of the 
great Zeppelin commercial airship 
being built at Friederichshafen by 
the German Government to replace 
destroyed war material due the 
United States Government. 

Present plans call for delivery of 
this ship, known as the ZR-3, to 
the naval air station, Lakehurst, 
N: J., late in the summer. Should 
delivery be postponed until the 
end of September, the ship could 
easily make the non-stop flight 
from Germany direct to the field 
at Dayton. 

Technical direction of the Day- 
ton races will be under the Nation- 
al Aeronautic Association, the body 
which represents in the United 
States, and the Federal Aeronau- 
tique Internationale, the interna- 
tional authority on races and rec- 
ord performances.

The bridge. a masterpiec 
modern enxineering ingenult)s is 
the link in the State highway N» 
Sb—which runs north and sou'h 
through the center of the State—- 
that connects North Central Mis- 
souri with the Seuthern Central 
half of the State. 

It is 3108 feet ik . including 
both approaches, wh togeth 
are 442 feet long. making the 
bridge 27666 feet in length A total 
of 3.600.000 pounds of steel was 
used in the superstructure and the 
entire bridge cost $539.000. The 
FPedera! Government paid half of 
the cost, while the Old Traiis 
BPridge Co. paid the other half. ac- 
cording to the State Highway De- 
partment.

In 1915, with a growing family, 
needing better pay than that of a 
legislator, he sought and obtained 
the office of Sheriff of New York 
County. He was indorsed by the 
Tribune, then the chief Republican 
organ, and by the Citizens’ Union, 
traditional foe of Tammany ‘Hall.

MR. HUGHES AND EXCLUSION. 


Secretary Hughes has done the only thing with 
reference to Japanese exclusion which could be done 
in the discharge of his duty as a promoter of friendly 
international relations and guardian of American 
interests. In his note to the Mikado’s Government 
he has made the best of a bad mess precipitated on 
his department by Congress. 

There is no question of the right of Congress to 
enact exclusion. In terms as friendly as compatible 
with dignity the Secretary makes this assertion. He 
regrets that the gentleman's agreement was not per- 
mitted to stand, but since it was superseded by leg- 
islative act he protests that no offense was intended 
and reminds Japan of her own similar prerogative. 
The damage done by the exclusion clause was not 
a damage of interests, but, however unintended, a 
thrust at national pride. It was a damage to be 
healed only by a restoration of better feeling, and 
this Mr. Hughes undertook so far as it lay within 
the power of words and reason. 

Japanese Government opinion, so far as expressed, 
has reacted favorably to the note. Local officials 
have been instructed to exercise a stricter control 
over anti-American demonstrations and to punish 
for crime and violence. he Tokio Chamber of Com- 
merce will oppose the anti-American boycott for the 
perfectly practical reason that Japanese trade is 
more dependent on America than ours is on Japan. 

The effect of the substitution of statutory exclu- 
sion for diplomatic agre¢ment may not be as de-| 
sirable as intended. The new law releases the Jap- | 
anese Government from all responsibility in pre-| 
venting emigration of its nationals to the United | 
States and thereby opens the road for the landing | 
of its people in countries contiguous to the United | 
States, where they may use their own devices to|

He was 
County Clerk and the little village was 
grouped around the courthouse. After we 
had gathered, Hugh just kept on writing 
until somebody, Jim Orchard, the lawyer, 
or Charlie Seaman, the editor. said: 

“Well, what's the meeting about”? 

Hugh blotted his writing carefully, ad- 
justed his tie, arose and said:

He went on to explain 
that a plentiful supply of men 
asked for employment whenever he 
advertised, but they proved to be 
mostly pick-ups who knew little 
about skilled workmanship. 

The mechanical trades are differ- 
ent. Workmen are fairly plentiful 
and their skill is at least passable. 
Also, for the reason given, and 
others, the building trades are com- 
pelled to pay practically twice as 
much for trained men as do the 
mechanical trades. 

The fault all lies in the trainihg 
of boys. The majority is kept ia 
a school of book iearning and 
memory training given as a poor 
substitute for the physical skill and 
the artisanship which the young 
nature calls for. Mollycoddles are 
about us everywhere, 
that is, young men of low ambi- 
tion and less practical skill, who 
were cheated out of thefr birth- 
right of manual and muscular de- 
velopment. 

Much of the thieving and rob- 
bery of today is attributable to 
the puny, repressive course which 
we are now offering to boys. It 
is a form or revolt of the abused 
and cheated instinct for rigorous 
training. It is the revenge of an 
outraged human nature.
